with the primary law of thelast-named 
year, has suggested in a recent inter- 
viewon the subject. 
In doing so, the 


Legislature willbe traversing safe 
and 


familiarground, and the risks of an ex- 
periment willbe avoided. 
The statute 


of 1899 had the merit' of conciseness. 
Engrafting onIt the test contained In 
the act of 1897, which is now possible 
under the constitutional amendment, 
without danger 
of invalidation, and 


providing methods 
of putting it into 


force, 
with enough elasticity in the 


provision to suit the conditions exist- 
ingin the rural districts, and inserting 
means for.independent 
voting, if de- 


sired, would probably make a model 
primary law. It will be simple and 
efficient, and that is what' is needed.— 
S. F. Chronicle.

are strong reasons why the maximum 
ratio may not find favor. 
No State is 


willing to have its power curtailed. 
With 195,000 as the basis of representa- 
tion four States would suffer a loss of 
one member each. 
-These 
States 
are 


Maine, Virginia, Nebraska and Kansas. 
The cry of sectionalism could not be 
raised 
since 
two of 
these 
common- 


wealths lie on the Atlantic seaboard 
and the other two belong to theMiddle 
West. 
The increased . representation, 


twenty-five members inall, would not 
greatly disturb the work of Congress 
and would be distributed among States 
which already 
have powerful delega- 


tions in Washington.

the purpose of completing discovery— 


the discovery, ifmade, to date back to 
the time of the location inorder to se- 
cure a continuous title. It provides 
further that so longas work is carried 
on with reasonable 
diligence the lo- 


cator shall be protected, but if he fail 
to prosecute the work!diligently or if 
he failto commence it withinthe three 
months 
allowed, 
he shall forfeit his 


claim. 


John M. Wright then took up the 
oilindustry, and particularly the fight 
between the "scrippers" 
and the lo- 


cators. 
The difficultyof the oillocator 


he said was that itis some times several 
weeks, and even months, before he can 
tellwhetheror not he ison an oil pro- 
ducing claim, and inthe meantime 
the 
scripper can come in and "select" the 
land under his scrip, whichentitles him 
to agricultural 
land. only. If the 


scrippers would select unappropriated 
lands where the presence 
of mineral 


was not apparent, said Mr.Wright, no 
one wouldquestion his right to apatent 
nor would his right to mineral after- 
ward discovered be questioned. 
But 
in very many instances the scripper has 
selected 
land within the 
well-known 
limitsof oilfields, lands known to him 
to contain 
vast quantities of oil; and 


he has even gone further and selected 
land upon which derricks had been 
erected and upon which wells were be- 
ingsunk. 


Senator John «F. Davis of Amador 


county, chairman of the committee on 
legislation,- submitted a long report.

discussion

One of the men was 
arrested 
and 
taken before 
Justice 


Goldner, but was reletvasd, on bail. 


The Caminetti act was discussed 
at 


great length. 
W. W. Foote wasprais- 


ed forhis aidingetting the Caminetti 
law through. 
Contrary to expectation 


the Association was confronted with a 
serious question as to its constitution- 
ality. It was not just the law that all 
the miners wanted,' but itwas all that 
they could get and all that they had, 
the speaker 
said. Then the attitude 


of the Anti-debris Association was de- 
scribed, the speaker 
saying that "the 


timehad arrived to call a spade aspade 
and to meet the issue fairly." At the 
firstconvention of the miners the rep- 
resentatives of the Anti-debris Associ- 
ation said that they were anxious to 
see the hydraulic miners resume work. 
They 
joined with the miners in a 


memorial to Congress 
on the basis of 


an agreement under whichhydraulick- 
ing was to go on under Government 
control. 
Later, when a convention for 


the improvement ofrivers was held at 
Sacramento the delegates 
of the Min- 


ers' Convention, 
who went to confer, 


wereignored. 
The delegates 
were, to 


say the least, treated withskant court- 
esy. 
They had passed, to be sure, and 


the speaker said he only called itup to 
show why he took his present position. 
Takingup this subject Mr.Ralston took 
occasion to "roast" the Debris Com- 
mission. 
The president recounted 
the 


history of recent 
troubles of the hy- 


draulic miners whohavebeen enjoined. 
He wished the Anti-debris Association, 
ifhonest, to slip over the technicalities 
and try out the whole act. 
He be- 


lieved ittobe th.a duty of the Miners' 


Mr.Ralston went on to welcome the 


delegates fromthe Southwest Miners' 
Association and from the 
California 


Petroleum 
Miners' 
Association. 
He 


said that allwere working toward one 
common end. If the scrippers 
wore 


threatened the interests of the oil men 
and anti-debris men were also menac- 
ing one branch of the gold mining in- 
dustry. 
Allshould stand together and 


much could be accomplished.

stronger the body the better chance of 
securing aid from Congress. 
During 


the year 
the Mineral Lands bill as 


amended by the Commissioner

General Land Office was recommended, 
but was kept from passage by. the de- 
lay in the General Land Office. Mr. 
Ralston said he expected that the bill 
would pass at the short session of Con- 
gress and so settle finally the question 
of the aggregation of mineral lands on 
railroad grants. 


President Ralston said that he was 


not conscientiously able toreport that 
anything very notable had been accom- 
plished during the year last past, but 
this was due only tolack of opportuni- 
ty. He paid tribute to the services 
of 


ex-President Neffand he said that "few 
men ofCalifornia could have carried us 
through the trying times of our in- 
fancy, withall its trials and with all 
the dangers and ditflculties, and to Mr. 
Neff above allothers weowe a debt of 
gratitude." 
Continued 
applause 
fol- 


lowed this acknowledgment, in which 
allthe miners took part. 


The real business of the session came 


up in the afternoon, 
when President 


Ralston, 
Secretary Benjamin, Treas- 


urer S. J. Hendy and the chairmen of 
the several standing committees made 
their annual reports.
